The City of Flint was said to 
have sailed at 4 p. m. (9 a .m. GST) 
from Tromsoe, the northern Nor- 
wegian port where the captured 
ship halted briefly on its north- 
ward journey to Russia more than 
a week ago.

American freighter City of Flint 
apparently was the quarry today 
in a grim game of hide-and-seek' 
somewhere in the North Atlantic, 
but German officialdom was silent. 
Unofficial sources said th"e Ves- 
sel still was in the hands ,of a 
German prize crew and attempting 
to dodge the British blockade on a 
run from Murmansk, Russia, to a 
German port 
The American crew which was 
taken with the City of Flint after 
its capture in the Atlantic was said 
probably to be still aboard as "pas- 
sengers." 
The inactivity of recent days con- 
tinued on the western front, ac- 
cording to a brief high command 
communique which merely report- 
ed all quiet. 
In informed quarters, meanwhile, 
hints were dropped of an Intensi-

—Henry P. Haynes, 23, a mild 
mannered farm hand, said in a 
statement today his aged grand- 
mother and an uncle made slur- 
ring remarks about his widowed 
mother so he slugged them and 
burned them in their home. 


Sheriff Wid Spivey said Haynes 


admitted he planned to "get burn- 
ed up, too, but the smoke got so 
bad I ran out." 


Haynea was charged with mur- 


dering 
his 
grandmother, 
Mrs. 


Martha McGuIre, 79, and her son, 
J. B. Haynes, 58. 
Sunday night, Oct. 22, Haynes 
said the uncle and grandmother 
made 
the 
"slurring 
remarks." 


Then, he related in his signed 
statement: 
The two men went to bed to- 


gether and the grandmother re- 
tired to her room. 


After his uncle went to sleep the 


youth got out of bed and walked 
around outside the house "think- 
ing things over." 


Returning he picked up a large 


rock used for a door step and 
called to his uncle: 


"Get up, I want to give you a 


fair chance. You have never given 
me and my folks one." 


As the elder Haynes crawled out 


of bed, the boy hurled the heavy 
rock. 
"From then on I was. crazy mad. 
"Something hit me on the neck. 
I grabbed a shotgun and hit my 
uncle on the head with the stock. 
He ran toward Grandma's room 
and I hit him again at the door. 
He fell down there."

The commission, last June 15, 
found Imperial Germany respons- 
ible for the munitions disasters In 
New York port area prior to Unit- 
ed States entry into the world war. 
Today's action made the definite 
award to the claimants. 
Damages of $21,157,227 plus five 
per cent Interest—estimated to ap- 
proximate $50,000,000 Jn all—was 
ordered paid to the claimants, 
Germany has a special deposit 
account at the United States treas- 
ury of between $23,000,000 and $26,- 
000,000 to meet the award.

treasury also holds about $500.000,-

Bollow of Shelby county said a 
conference was planned by prose- 
cuting attorneys of the three coun- 
ties to decide which would prefer 
charges against the youth. Bollow 
expressed belief Blvens was killed 
while in the air over Macon coun- 
ty, although his body was found 
In a thicket near Cherry Box, in 
Shelby county. 


Flying alone in a yellow mono- 


plane, Pletch was arrested when 
he made a forced 
landing 
at 


Bloomington, Ind., Saturday night, 
almost at the same time Bivehs' 
body was found. Coroner C. W. 
Musgroco said the Instructor had 
been shot twice in the head. 


Pletch is held in 
the 
Macon 


county jail here, where he 
was 


lodged after a hurried trip from 
Indianapolis.

The NMU, 
ho added, developed directly from 
those organizations and "the same 
guys are In the,leadership of the 
NMU today." 


McCuistion named these men as

Labor Unions in Moscow.

Curran on trips, writes his speech- 
en and frequents his office.

DALLAS, Oct. 30.—W)—T e x a s 
and Louisiana delegations hero to- 
day urged the Texas State High- 
way commission to complete an 18- 
mile gap In the Evangellno high- 
way which the delegates said would 
shorten tho distance to New Or- 
leans by 50 miles. 
F. warren Ragglo of Derldder, 
La., chairman of the Louisiana high- 
way commission, told the Texas 
commissioners "four and a half 
years ago, when I was a member 
of tho Louisiana highway commis- 
sion, we told Texas If they would 
build an 18-mile stretch of high- 
way, we'd build our part. 
"We lived up to our part, includ- 
ing the construction of a $10,500,- 
000 bridge over the Mississippi at 
Baton Rouge. We are still waiting 
patiently for the 18 miles." 
The 1940 program includes other 
major highways to the Louisiana- 
Texas line, RagRio said, Including, 
a $1,500,000 bridge over the Cal- 
casieu river on the Old Spanish 


"If'you'll only build that 18 miles" 
the Louisianan reiterated, "we're 
going to deliver tho goods. Earl K. 
Long is going to be tho next elected 
governor and he's a builder. We're 
going to build farm-to-market roads 
to every schoolhouse, church house 
and every graveyard.

COTTON MARKETING 


QUOTAJSJLANNED 


COLLEGE STATION, Oct. 30.— 


(Spl.)—Strict enforcement of 
the 
cotton marketing quota provisions 
of the agricultural Adjustment Act 
of 1938 are underway in Texas, E. 
N. Holmgreen, atate AAA admin- 
istrator, has announced. 
Special representatives of the 


U. S. Department of Agriculture 
are investigating charges of vio- 
lations, he said. 
Pointing to the recent decision 


of Federal Judge James V. Allred 
upholding the quota 
provisions, 


Holmgreen declared that the de- 
partment had already filed 
suit 
against one cotton buyer. 
In this case, it Is charged that 


the buyer collected the 
penalty 


from some cotton farmers, while 
failing to collect It from others, 
and then refused to remit any of 
the sums collected to the secretary 
of agriculture. 


"The purpose of these Investi- 


gations is to obtain justice for 
the great majority of cotton grow- 
ers and handlers who have com- 
plied with the cotton marketing 
quota provisions and to obtain the 
fullest possible benefits under the 
national program," the 
admlnis- 


trator explained, 


A majority of 88 
percent 
of 
Southern cotton farmers voted in 
favor of cotton marketing quotas 
for 1937, although only a two- 
thirds majority was needed. A cot- 
ton marketing quota has been pro- 
claimed for 1940 by Secretary of 
Agriculture Henry A. Wallace and 
Southern cotton farmers will vote 
December 9 to decide 
whether 


quotas will be in effect.

FORCED nor: WHEN 


NEARJD1NBURGH 


TWO NAZI AIRMEN KILLED, 
ONE WOUNDED AND ANOTH- 


ER WAS CAPTURED 


LONDON7~Oct. 28.—W) 


—Two G e r m a n airmen 
were 'killed, one wounded 
and a Nazi pilot captured 
today in an aerial drama 
witnessed by hundreds of 
Scots near Edinburg when 
British fighter 
planes en- 


gaged and forced down a Ger- 
man warplane. 
The air ministry announced that 


"a German aircraft which was at- 
tempting 
reconnaissances 
was 


forced down by our fighters this 
morning east of Dalkeith (about 
six and one half miles southeast of 
Edinburg.)" 


The Invader 
apparently 
was 


headed for the strategic Firth of 
Forth, objective of previous Gor- 
man raids. 
Later, an air raid warning was 
sounded in the 
Orkney 
Islands, 
surrounding the Scapa Flow naval 
anchorage, when a plane was seen 
but tho plane was reported to have 
been chased away. 
Immediately the nazi plane was 


sighted, British ships went aloft 
with a resulting rare display of 
aerobatics 
as the German pilot 


tried desperately to shake off his 
attackers. 


"Finally the German plane came 


down on a hillside and struck a 
stone wall, and even then 
the 


pilot would not give up," one wit- 
ness said. 'He tried to get his ma- 
chine into the air again and ran 
along the rough ground for about 
a half mile before he had to 
stop." 


An air raid alai.-i In the Firth of 
Forth area of Scotland lasted half 
an hour. 


Bullets Fall In Street. 


Machlnegun bullets fell In the 


main street of one town and sev- 
eral spent bullets spattered a few 
yards from the police station.

proposal emphasizes the likelihood 
that a cry of "Draft 
Roosevelt" 


will be ringing through the leaf- 
less trees before winter goes. 
The frown might be taken as a 


clear hint that President Roose- 
velt has no present intention of 
being un active candidate for a 
third term nomination. 
Yet, by 
no stretch of the imagination doos 
it bar him from the running. 
It puts stress on the inept tim- 
ing of the Wallace declaration, 
even though made by a wholly 
loyal member of the 
Roosevelt 


official family. 
A fight for re- 
moval of the arms embargo was 
just reaching its critical stage in 
the senate. 
Another battle with 
a sharper division of sentiment Is 
yet to be fought In tho 
house. 
The Republicans had been urged 
to forget partisan politics for the 
time. 


The Wallace statement could do 
more than unseal the lips of the

COLLEGE STATION, Oct. 30.— 


(Spl.)—War or no war, there is 
still plenty of cotton. 


There 
is 
a 
general 
feeling 


among farmers and the cotton In- 
dustry generally that war will in- 
crease our cotton exports and Im- 
prove tho price. The general price 
advance in early September came 
largely because 
speculators 
be- 


lieved 
that 
war-time 
demands 


would bring' further advances. 
Actually, as H. H. Williamson, 


director of the Texas A. and M. 
extension service and member of 
the National Agricultural Advi- 
sory Council, points out, there Is 
little foundation for this 
belief. 


Price and experts fell off Instead 
of Increasing at tho beginning of 
tho last war. 


U. S. Department of Agriculture 


figures, prepared by tho Bureau 
of Agricultural Economics, show 
that for the 11 1-3 months of the 
1914-15 season spot prices at New 
Orleans averaged a little under 
8 1-2 cents as compared with an 
average of 13 1-8 cents for the 12 
months ending July, 1914, and a 
five-year average of 13 cents. 
Total exports of American cot- 


ton for tha 1914-15 season were 
less than in 1913-14 b« 600,000 bales 
or 7 per cent, and exports 
from 


India dropped 1,400,000 bales, or 
44 per cent below those of the pre- 
vious season. 


In tho first two years of the 


World War, foreign consumption 
of cotton dropped a million bales. 
In the third and fourth years of 
the war 
further 
reductions oc- 
curred abroad, . id only a slight 
Increase in consumption was noted 
in the United States. 


Two Full Years. 


It was two full years after tho 
war began before domestic prices 
climbed back to 13 cents, the pre- 
war level, and then 
-gely 
be- 


cause the 1915 American crop was 
nearly 5 million bales less than 
that of the previous ear.

ber is that there Is a lot more cot- 
ton in the world now that there 
was 25 years ago. When tho World 
War started, there was a world 
carryover of 3,769,000 bales of cot- 
ton tjoday the carryover is in the 
neighborhood of 14,123,000 bales. 


Tho record shows that 
world 


consumption of 
cotton 
dropped 


during the last war; It Is hardly 
likely that consumption will 
In- 
crease during the 'present 
one. 


For ono thing, assuming that war- 
ring nations want 
more 
cotton, 


how are they going to got it, what 
with blockades and submarine at- 
tacks and so on? 


What increase comes 
In 
the 


price of cotton will come with 
generally rising price 
levels. It 


does seem probable thnt domestic 
cotton consumption will average 
considerably higher than in tho 
past year. 
* 


But war or no war, there Is still 


plenty of cotton, and apparently 
an expansion of production In the 
1940 
crop Is not warranted,

But, they blindly and 
stubbornly refuse to see and ad- 
mit that it would be equally un- 
neutral for us to restrict our ships 
from carrying goods to France and 
England—goods of a non-contra- 
band nature—yet they appreciate 
that such a prohibition by the 
United States would be Injurious 
to Britain and her ally." 


"The observation of the Texan 
stresses 
rather 
convincingly a 
weakness in the position of the iso- 
lationist group that none has at- 
tempted to defend, although all 
of their leaders, from Borah down 
have expressed a willingness to ac- 
cept 'cash and carry," as proposed 
provided, mind you, the embargo 
on arms is retained.

INTERESTING STORY 


ESCAPED VESSEL AT TROM- 
SOE AND TELLS OF CAPTURE 


BY GERMAN RAIDER 


BKRGEN, Norway, Oct. 27.—</F} 


—James McConnochia, radio op- 
erator of the American freighter 
City of Flint, declared today the 
ship's German prize crew took 
her through 
Ice-strewn 
waters 


with explosives planted In the en- 
gine room while they flow th« 
Danish 
flag and 
repainted the 


ship's name to "Alf." 


McC'onnochle, a Scot, gave th» 
Gorman captors the slip when 
they stopped at Tromsoe, Nor- 
way, to unload survivors of the 
British ship Stonegntn, sunk by 
the raider that took the Flint 
captive. 


Mixing with the British sailors, 


he managed to gnt ashore unde- 
tected and came to Bergen with 
them. 


He said the City of Flint sight- 


ed a foreign warship Oct. 0 which 
at first was assumed to be Brit- 
ish or French hut. proved to ba 
th« German 
pocket 
battleship 
Deusohland. 


The rulder halted ths freighter, 


placed tho survivors of the tor- 
pedoed British ship a.board and 
then proceeded to check the car- 
go, finding "a considerable quan- 
tity of oil." 


Declaring this was serious, the 
German commander said he would 
not sink the ship, McConnoohU 
related, but placed 18 Germans 
on hoard to take possession.

said tho City of Flint thereupon 
begnn a slow, "unplenjtant" trip 
northward through "terribly cold" 
seas.

FACING ESPIONAGE 


CHARGE SWITZERLAND 


THREE MEN ALSO CHARGED 


WITH TREASON WITH WO- 


MAN AT GENEVA

GKNEVA, Oct. 30.—(/P)—A dark- 


eyed dancer of Italian birth, ac. 
cuscd of leading a spy ting work- 
Ing for several foreign govern- 
ments, went on trial today with 
three men. 
Virginia Capt Rota, 35-year old 


performer from the night clubs 
of Home, Paris and Madrid, has 
been in jail since last Dec. 19. 
Swiss counter-espionage opera- 
tives charged they caught her and 
Roger Joel, 35, a drafstman once 
employed in a Swiss arms factory, 
as they tried to cross into France 
carrying plans for a new anti- 
aircraft gun and other military 
information from Switzerland and 
other countries. 
A magistrate's report said that 
Paul Rocnat, another of the four 
and former operator of a private 
detective gency In Geneva, deliv- 
ered information concerning Swiss 
national defense to 
the consul 
general of Italy. 
Rochat was said to be the 
ring's contact man with represen- 
tatives of foreign governments. 


The trial was held behind lock- 
ed doors before five Geneva fed- 
oral judges. 
All are Swiss citizens and are 
charged with terason. 
Although the dancer is of Ital- 
ian parentage, she became a nat- 
uralized Swiss citizen. 
Federal police said at the time 


of her arrest that they believed 
she was the master mind of an 
international ring of spies. 
From the beginning of 1939 to 
the stnrt of the war, the police 
have arrested about 300 persons 
accused of espionage.
